contracts, which requires them to report 
made up at the st'idio or location, there 
to be held for two or three hours, and 
then to be dismissed without pay, be 
cause conditions were not right for mak- 
ing pictures. Now there is a new clause 
in a number of such contracts—‘wind 
permitting’—so that if there is a sufficient 
breeze on the lot to record on the micro- 
phone, the actor is deprived of his pay 
because of sensitiveness 

“These may, some of them, be held to 
be the ordinary difficulties inherent in 
the business of making sound or talking 
pictures, and that the actor must endure 
them as such. But such an attitude \: 
possible only when fair treatment is gen- 
erally accorded. No other body of work 
ers would be expected to endure them if 
the conditions were otherwise—why 
should the actor, whose work, in the last 
analysis, is responsible for the success of 
the picture? 

“And our experience has been that the 
actor has not been receiving this fair 
treatment to which he is entitled. The 
conditions of their contracts are not ob- 
served, and the actors do not dare to 
complain openly for fear of jeopardizing 
their chances of future employment 

“Such conditions may not be known 
to the presidents of some of the com- 
panies, but they are the practices of sub- 
ordinates, who are anxious to make 
records for efficiency and economy. It 
to these subordinates and not to the 
presidents of the companies that the 
actors have to go for work, if they are 
not stars 

“We are confident that Equity's entry 
into sound and talking pictures will be 
welcomed by the plavers in that field, and 
that they are quite prepared to support 
Equity in the establishment of the 
Equity Shop policy 

“Por nearlv three months this winter 
Equity took a poll of its Los Ancel 
membership in motion picture: rhey 
were asked in a qvestionnaire to say 
whether or not thev desired an Equity 
Shop in sound or talking pictures, to be 
invoked at the discretion of the Equity 
Council No pressure was brought to 
bear on them: they were subjected to no 
emotional appeal; calmly, quietly, logic- 
ally, they considered the situation. and

“The Equity Council considers that a 
mandate, and is acting on it as such 

“Equity does not anticipate much op- 
position from the motion picture pro 
ducers, for their examination of the 
Equity contract will prove to them that 
it follows generally the best practices of 
the contracts they themselves have drawp 
with some necessary addition On our 
side we give to the producers the added 
security which will come from the 
knowledgce that their actors will be he'd 
as firmlv to observance of the contract 
as they 
meet the unscrupulous competition on 
the part of less conscientious business 
rivals, who, because they take advantage 
of actors’ necessities. can produce so 
much more cheaply that they force all 
producers to lower standards to mect 
their prices 

“In case producers object to any of the 
rules in Equity’s contract, we are willing to 
discuss them around a table. If reither 
side can convince the other, then we are

— The Chorus 
Equity Association held its annual meet- 
ing at its headquarters, 110 West 47th 
street, last Tuesday afternoon The 
principal events were the report of the 
treasurer and the report of Mrs. Dorothy 
Bryant, executive secretary. 

The membership elected the ticket 
chosen by the nominating committec, as 
follows: Paul Dullzell, chairman of the 
executive committee; Catherine Huth 
recording secretary; executive committer 
elected to serve three years, Maude 
Carleton, Elizabeth Crandell, Olga Gran- 
nis, Louise Joyce, Valerie Petri, Allen 
Stevens and Jack Wynn Peggy Mes- 
inger was elected to serve two years on 
the executive committee, replacing Fred 
Saunders, and Gus Schilling was elected 
to replace Merene Swinton William J 

ailey was elected to replace Walte! 
Wandell, and Joseph Mann to replace 
George O’Brien for one year 

Mrs. Bryant pointed out in her report 
that the membership for the past year 
had not fluctuated to any great extent 
There are at present 3,839 members in 
good standing as against 3,800 last year. 
There were 1,621 new members clected 
this year and 2,044 last year Since the 
paid-up membership is approximately 
the same, Mrs. Bsyant pointed out, it 1s 
evident that a larger percentage of old 
members have obtained employment 
instead of the work going to new people 

Thirteen members were suspended for 
contract jumping or for conduct that 
was considered prejudicial to the welfare 


of the association. Eleven were rein- 
Stated subsequent to suspension, having 


paid all fines levied against them. Mr 
Bryant also said that 105 members of 
Chorus Equity qualified during the past 
year as principals and have been trans- 
ferred to Actors’ Equity Last year 
there were only 42 transfers reported at 
the annual meeting 

Chorus Equity has collected $23,220.24 
in claims and has paid this out to mem- 
bers, aS against $29,488.09 last year. Mrs 
Bryant said that the reason for this re- 
duction in the amount of collections was 
the smaller number of stranded com- 
panies in the past season 

Mrs. Bryant also stressed the fact that 
members should be guided by the advice 
of their deputie The records for the 
past year, she said, show that in cascs 
where members have disregarded the 
warnings of the deputies they generally 
suffered a financial loss. She also urged 
members to sign only the Chorus Equit) 
contract, since it is better protection for 
mall-salaried people than the Actors’ 
Equity contract.

Six months is a fairly long period in 
this era of overnight mergers, circuit 
buying and sweeping policy changes. By 
this standard. therefore, it is not too 
early to offer our congrats to Hiram 
S. Brown and his new regime in RKO 
Since taking over the reins of the major 
circuit early in December, Brown ha 
convincingly demonstrated that he 
means well not only for RKO and those 
who derive a livelihood from its varie- 
gated activities, but for the vaudeville 
industry generally.

Score Charges 
Loom as Problem 


M. P. T. O. A. Makes Suggestions—Has Many Complaints 
—Report Distributors Making Charge To Take Care 
of Added Costs, Making Rental Seem Smaller 


NEW YORK, June 1.—The Motion Picture Theater Owners of America, with 


many complaints in its hands on the collection from exhibitors of score charges 
for sound pictures, advises the theater owner to have everything covered in the 
contract and when buying a picture at, say $1,000, to be sure this covers every- 


thing including not only increased rental, but score charges as well. 


R. F. Woodhull, president, said inde- 
pendent exhibitors thruout the country 
have made a general complaint about 
score charges, and that hé@ heard con- 
siderable lament about it especially at 
conventions he attended. 

“My suggestion to the exhibitor,” said 
Woodhull, “is that when he is buying 
pictures, he ascertain clearly from the 
salesman or exchange if the price quoted 
includes the so-called score charge, and 
that if it doesn’t, he has to decide 
whether he can economically book the 
picture. 

“I do not know what the score charge 
is for, but if an exhibitor has to pay a 
certain stipulated amount, including the 
score charge, he has to determine 
whether he can afford the picture, no 
matter what the full price includes.” 

Woodhull said it is not unlkely, with 
producers charging score charges for 
disks, the revenue from which goes to 
the Vitaphone corporation for the rec- 
ords (added equipment to pictures), that 
salesmen are trying and often succeed- 
ing to get exhibitors to pay the same 
score charges when the sound is on 
the film. 


Exhibs. Panic-Stricken 


sound feature IS a sound feature, is 
not permitted to be taken into con- 
sideration. The attitude of the distrib- 
utor, as reflected by his agent, is simply 
one of ‘take it or leave it’. In other 
words, pay the score charge, or the deal 
is off." 

The M. P. T. O. A. is understood to be 
planning on the shaping of a new 
standard exhibition contract to cover 
sound pictures, and the matter of score 
charges will possibly come under dis- 
cussion in connection with the contract. 
Woodhull makes no announcement as 
to what, if anything, will be done for 
the present about the complaints against 
these score charges. 


Para. Heads See 
“Four Feathers”— 
Rating It as Big 


NEW YORK, June 3.—Four Feath- 
ers, scheduled to upen at $2 at the 
Criterion June 12, has been seen by 
the Paramount executives without 
benefit of score and sound effects, 
now being prepared at the Victor 
plant in Camden. 

It was learned that the Paramount 
people expect the Cooper-Schoedsack 
picture to be another Beau Geste in 
general appeal, as well as box-office 
drawing possibilities. The story and 
backgrounds are not entirely dis- 
similar. 

Four Feathers as a story antedated 
Beau Geste, however, having been 
published here in 1903 and done on 
the stage as a play a year later. A 
popular-priced novel version of the 
picture may be done by Paramount, 
but serialization is doubtful at the 
present time. 

This will be Paramount’s first spec- 
tacle since Wings. 


“Exhibitors get panic stricken easily, 
and especially with the advent of 
sound,” Woodhull says, “and allow them- 
Selves to be stampeded into high prices 
by the salesmen. They are not exactly 
familiar with the new order of things 
and want leading talkies badly, with the 
result they are signing for anything and 
everything without using common 
sense.” 

Exhibitor complaints are to the effect 
that the leading distributors are charg- 
ing around $200 a picture for so-called 
score charges. 

In distributor quarters little can be 
learned as to the reason, if any, for the 
charge, but it is reported that the 
various companies thru such a charge 
are attempting to defray the expenses to 
Western Electric for the music royalties 
that go to the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, and for 
the royalties on grosses that are sup- 
posed to go to the Warner Bros. on the 
Pictures of all big companies, a question 
that is now being arbitrated. 


Chain Complains 


One complaint, from an independent 
chain in the East, says that after a deal 
has been closed with the distributor, 
either by outright rental or on a per- 
centage basis, “the request, or, to be 
more nearly accurate, the demand, on 
the part of the distributor, is made for 
the payment of a special score charge.” 

“The fact that the aforementioned, 
and generally admitted, high price has 
already been agreed upon because the

Distributor Angle 


An “angle” offered by a distributor 
source for the mooted score charge was 
that producer-distributors have to charge 
a high rental for talking pictures be- 
cause of the increased production cost 
and the huge investments caused by the 
change from silent to sound pictures. 

“To make it seem as tho rentals them- 
selves are not so terribly high to cover,” 
this source explained, “the levy of money 
to make up what the rental should be 
and charged for what is said to be a 
score license, has the effect of keeping 
the exhibitors from getting panicky over 
high picture costs. 

“In selling the exhibitor Susie Sued, 
for example, the distributor has probably 
figured that he must get, say, $1,000 
rentai. To throw this big amount into 
the exhibitor’s face would scare him, in 
view of what he used to have to pay for 
silents, but if the salesman says he can 
book the picture for $800 and then add 
that he will have to pay $200 additional 
for score charges, the shock isn’t so 
great. 

“There is the angle, too, that the ex- 
hibitor figures that he is getting some- 
thing additional to the picture thru the 
score charges. Big first runs paying for 
score charges are saving money because 
talkies have eliminated costs. of musi- 
cians and, in some cases, stagehands.” 

The little exhibitor, however, may not 
be saving any money in this direction, 
and as a result, complains, it was added. 

One of the bigger companies, it was 
pointed out, has invested $6,000,000 as a 
result of talkies, and high rentals must 
prevail if a return on the investment is 
to be made. 


Para. May Open 
London Studie 


NEW YORK, June 3.—Paramount may 
establish a sound studio in London prin- 
cipally to make shorts.

Cuing Service Where 
Censors Cut Up Films 


NEW YORK, June 1.—Extensive use of 
a cuing service is expected by theater 
owners and chains in those States where 
censorship causes considerable cutting of 
sound pictures. 

Even the big chains, whose affiliated 
producing companies are licensed by 
Western Electric and RCA Photophone, 
are said to be looking to independent 
cuing services as a salvation. 

When a sound picture, made for ex- 
ample on the film track, is cut, there is 
a break in the continuity of the story 
and sound accompaniment. By the 
Scoredisk system, the gap can be filled 
whether it be dialog or music. 

The same applies to sound recording 
on records, according to Arthur J. 
Abrams, president of Scoredisk. The 
film footage can be eliminated without 
much confusion, but the record must 
either be remade to conform to the new 
continuity or else the particular grooves 


in the record bearing the sound accom- 
paniment for the deleted portion of the 
film must be cut and it hardly is possi- 
ble to prevent a break in the sound 
accompaniment if this method of repair 
is followed out. 

The Scoredisk is a heavy cardboard 
disk made to fit any type of record used 
On non-synchronous machines. A pic- 
ture is cued, but instead of making up 
some form of cue sheet the Scoredisk 
plate is placed over the records to be 
played and notched just over the grooves 
containing the sound which is to come 
from the record. 

These notches are numbered consec- 
utively in the order they are to be used 
and also contain the numbers of the re- 
cords with which they are to be used. 

No matter what the length of the de- 
letion is, even if only a bar of music, 
it can be “spliced” in by the 
system.

Using Different People for 
Talkies and Silents 


NEW YORK, June 3.—With silent ver- 
sions being made of talking pictures, an 
unusual departure is being undertaken 
resulting in casting different people for 
the two versions. 

M-G-M, the first to do this, has cast 
Robert Edeson and Lawrence Gray in 
the talking version of Marianne and 
Mack Swain and Oscar Shaw for the 
same parts in the silent production. 
The unusual feature of this casting is 
tnat Shaw, from the musical comedy 
stage, is cast in the silent, rather than 
the talking, version. 

This is said to be the first case where 
different actors essay the roles in the 
silent versions. 

It is expected to become a general 
practice among the talkie producers, es- 
pecially when talking talent is required 
for other pictures and cannot be held 
up to make silent versions. The prac- 
tice is not expected to be extended to 
star roles.

He was 
with the late Fred Thompson for a few 
pictures, but when the latter retired 
from pictures shortly before his death, 
Ingraham was in the position of a veter- 
an very much washed up and eliminated 
from competition among the younger di- 
rectors in Hollywood. 


Satisfied that he was thru, he started 
looking about for small acting roles 
with some of the “quickie” companies 
and in his travels came in contact with 
Dowling. The Sono-Art outfit, an em- 
bryo independent company, at the time 
was casting for The Rainbow Man and 
incidentally shunning high-salaried 
names for their initial venture. 


Because Ingraham was willing to work 
at a nominal figure he was signed and 
given one of the important roles in the 
production, which by a queer twist of 
the unexpected in show business blos- 
somed overnight into a Broadway suc- 
cess. The oldtimer’s stock soared in 
comparison as the picture registered.

“Wild Heart of Africa” 
(OSCAR PRICE) 
At the Cameo 

An elongated travelog. failing to com- 
pare favorably with other pictures of its 
type, that was made by the Walker- 
Arbuthnot hunting expedition into Brit- 
ish East Africa. Altho some good shots 
were made here and there, the picture 
as a whole is below par, both technically 
and “dramatically”. There are no un- 
usual closeups, no charges of the camera 
by wild animals as has been seen in 
some African pictures, nor are any ele- 
phants (alive) photographed at all. The 
hippo., also, that is “bagged” is photo- 
graphed only after it has been shot, as 
are a number of other animals. One 
sees no animals dropped in their tracks 
with a charge of lead, nor is a single 
tiger to be seen in the footage. 

A few lions, some rhinos., giraffes, 
gazelles and antelope, among other anit- 
mals, are caught by the camera. A water 
buffalo is photographed after it has 
been shot, and some scenes are given 
over to the sKinning and beheading of 
animals. Women with soft spots in 
their hearts for dumb animals may not 
like these scenes. 

A few shots at the beginning of the 
picture, taken near Cairo and on the 
sail down the Nile, with stopovers to 
picture various tribes of natives, are 
far more interesting than the “hunting” 
scenes. 

The titles are in the travelog tongue, 
with the caption writer doing mostly in 
the first person.

“Berlin After Dark” 
(UFA) 
At S5th St. Playhouse 

Berlin After Dark somewhat digresses 
from the usual interest that Ufa prod- 
ucts generally hold and turns out to be 
a listless and sleep-producing affair. 
Aside from attempting a _ strained 
naturalness in both photography and 
acting, and a novel yet intelligent news- 
reel-like method of relating the story, it 
has little other than these mechanical 
devices to recommend it. 

The story could have been more effec- 
tively titled, How Berlin’s Master Mind 
Works When He Traces Down Criminals 
For it is a very simple story of how 
Inspector Wesley, of the Berlin police, 
traces down a real murderer. The entire 
action takes place mainly in Elysium, the 
Coney Island of’ Germany, and if the 
detective'’s office. The part owner of the 
amusement park is murdered and 
suspicion is laid .on several obvious 
suspects. Finally the detectives trace 
down the true criminal and bring him 
to justice only after one of the most 
realistic and wuntheatrical man-chases 
ever filmed. Could the balance of the 
film have measured up to the standard 
of this sequence it would have been a 
humdinger. As it ‘ts, the picture is 
merely a flat third-rate mystery story, 
relating its story by novel and original 
technique, which somehow or other fails 
to produce the effect it should have. 
Decidedly not for general houses, tho the 
grinds could, as they sometimes do, book 
it for a double-feature -

“Broadway 
(UNIVERSAL) 
At the Globe 


Ever since Carl Laemmle agreed to an 
enormous price for the picture rights to 
Broadway, outbidding everyone else, a 
lot of close imitations have found their 
way to the market. The exhibitors have 
been bombarded with so much product 
having the gang and night-club -notif 
that now thet Broadway is finally un- 
veiled, the edge has been taken off it, at 
least so far as originality of theme is 
concerned. 

Laemmile’s Broadway, however, is good 
me'ocrama—the sort of stuff that will 
please the exhibitors far and wide, and 
do right by them unless all guesses go 
wrong. The picture is one of the best 
of its kind, and assuredly one of the 
finest box-office bets to issue from Uni- 
versal in a long time 

Paul Fejos, the director, has adhered 
to the original play, and uses its lines 
but has added to it, played up certain 
situations, and, in an effort to inject 
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that elusive quality, “production value”, 
has made Broadway a lavish sort of 
thing, with the Paradise Club, scene of 
its action, something that more closely 
resembles, in size at least, the interior 
of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine 
than a night club manned by question- 
able characters. There is even an ele- 
ment of fantasy carried out in the great 
settings, but this, even tho killing in- 
timacy, does not injure Broadway as 
talking film entertainment. 


The unique camera angles and effects 
also are a part of the lavish scheme on 
which the play has been brought to the 
screen. Fejos’ camera moves backward 
from a closeup of singers and dancers 
until it is away up in the air and nearly 
100 feet from the characters. These are 
excellent moving shots, but the volume 
of the singing is just as near to the ear 
as in the closeups, making an unnatural 
sound condition. 


The cast of the picture has two players 
from the original stage production 
Thoraas E. Jackson, as the detective, and 
Paul Porcasi, as the cabaret owner. The 
former steals all acting honors, and his 
speech records beautifully, but Porcast. 
while giving a fine characterization, 
speaks both too fast and in too marked 
a Greek accent to be audible at all times. 
For runners-up, Evelyn Brent takes first 
honors, with Robert Ellis, as the boot- 
legger gangster, a close second. U.’s 
clowning star, Glenn Tryon, appears as 
the hoofer, and Merna Kennedy, as his 
partner, but neither give outstanding 
performances, tho they are not, on the 
other hand, flops in their respective roler 


Broadway offers a number of songs, 
“supposed” to be sung by Glenn Tryon. 
Another’s voice, it is plainly obvious, has 
substituted for that of Tryon’s in singing 
these numbers. 


The “one and only” Broadway, as U 
chooses to bill its picture, is, after all is 
said and done, genuin2ly good entertain- 
ment. The story of the gang shootings, the 
detective work, the “justifiable” homicide 
by the revue girl and of the triumph of 
love in evil surroundings has been car- 
ried out dramatically and with suspense 


In spite of attempts to beat Laemmle 
on his Broadway, the picture should sell 
big everywhere. R. C. 


“On With the Show” 
(WARNER-VITA,) 


At the Winter Garden 

The Warner Bros., first to present an 
all-talking picture entirely in natural 
colors, have provided in On With the 
Show a musical which, altho it has its 
faults, is not half bad entertainment for 
the average movie fan. Some may com- 
plain the story in banal, others that the 
picture moves slowly, and still others 
may fret that there should have been 
more comedy, especially since Joe E 
Brown is there to dispense it, but there 
will doubtless be those who, in favoring 
the show, will point out it has several 
catchy song numbers, that the coloring 
has provided unusual beauty to the pro- 
duction, and that Ethel Waters’ singing 
- worth sitting thru the whole picture 
or. : 

Two elements which it is apparent at 
the outset are vitally needed for musical 
shows on the talking screen—color to 
give flash and comedy to lend laughter 
have gone into the picture in a greater 
measure than in others and make it 
that much more a successful “experi- 
ment”. More comedy, however, would 
not have been amiss. 

Warners have rounded up a fairly good 
cast for On With the Show, including 
Betty Compson, Sally O'Neill, Jot E. 
Brown, Purnell B. Pratt, Sam Hardy, 
Wheeler Oakman, the Fairbanks Twins, 
Arthur Lake, Josephine Houston, ¥thel 
Waters and ~several others Loulse 
Fazenda is cast for comedy purposes, but 
all her efforts fall flat. In fact, this 
oldtimer in the laugh field doesn’t 
register well on the talking screen. 

Some of the singing in the picture, 
especially in scenes with Betty Compson, 


appears to be nonsynchronous, but one 
has to be very analytical and sharp- 
eyed to detect it, so it doesn’t matter 
much. 

The picture boasts two outstanding 
musical hits, Am I Blue? and Lift the 
Juleps to Your Two Lips. Audiences will 
go out of the theater whistling them, all 
of which helps a picture more than a 
deal. 

Alan Crosland directed On With the 
Show, a story of the struggle of a mu- 
sical show that seemed to have much 
more talent than capital. It is a hack- 
neyed story without novel situations or 
high spots, but is mone the less con- 
vincing and real. 

This is the best picture from the 
Warner Bros.’ studios since The Singing

“Pawns of Destiny” 
(WORLD WIDE) 


At Film Guild Cinema 


This is typical of American product of 
10 years back. The story is hung on a 
thread-like situation, hinging on the 
separation of a mother from her son, 
and, badly directed, becomes a bore be- 
fore it gets beyond two reels. The Rus- 
sian mother, separated from her hus- 
band, who is assassinated by revolution- 
ists, is fleeing to the Polish border when 
parted from her son. A Bolshevik, re- 
sponsible for her father’s death, rescues 
the son, and for about five reels the 
action concerns the efforts of this

The usual love interest obtrudes itself 
into the story, with the hero naturally 
assisting the woman in the final chase 
to recover the child.

Hans Stever, in the hero role, is a good 
type, not given to the customary ten- 
dency of overacting, but the balance of 
the cast is negligible. 

For American consumption, Pawns o}7 
Destiny is recommended only along with 
the ordinary independent product.

Seek Burlesquers for Talkie Shows 


NEW YORK, June 1.—In our issue of 
March 30, under the heading Burlesque 
Stock Talkies, we called the attention of 
T. V. Dalton, of Los Angeles; Arthur 
Clamage, of Detroit, and the Minskys, of 
New York, to the possibilities and prac- 
ticability of using their respective thea- 
ters and burlesque stock companies in 
the production of talking pictures a la 
burlesque 

Reasons for doing so were based upon 
confidential information that promoters 
other then burlesque were planning to 
invade the burlesque field with talkies 
a la burlesque, and we took it upon 
ourself to herald the tip to those already 
fully established and in a position to 
put the plan into practical operation. 

To the best of our knowledge and be- 
lief neither Dalton, Clamage or the Min- 
skys have given it sufficient considera- 
tion to act on the suggestion. If they 
have they haven't as yet made their 
plans public 

During the visit of T. V Dalton to this 
city in the early part of April, a self- 
appointed promoter of theatricals en- 
gineered a conference for Dalton and a 
theatrical financier fully familar with 
the inner workings of burlesque since 
the days of Eastern and Western wheels, 
more recently an owner, lessee and fi- 
nancial promoter of several moving pic- 
ture theaters. 

As the financial backer of several Co- 
lumbia Circuit shows this man is fully 
familar with the cost of production and 
presentation of shows comparing favor- 
ably with the best burleque ever pre- 
sented on the Columbia Circuit. 

When the matter of talkies was 
brought up at the conference, Dalton is 
said to have willingly accepted the pro- 
posed plan as being practical for produc- 
tion in his houses by his stock com- 
panies, but was somewhat skeptical as to 
the practicability of booking the presenta- 
tions ‘n independent houses thruout the 
country, and the proposition was laid on 
the table for future consideration in 
favor of a plan to organize a four-ring 
circuit of rotary stock, with the princi- 
pals moving weekly and the choruses 
remaining stationary, thereby bringing 
the overhead cost of presentation down 
to a minimum that would enable the 
promoters to present their shows at pop- 
ular prices. 

The plan at that time called for a 
coast circuit of 12 cities west of Colorado, 
a Northwest circuit of 12 cities west of 
Chicago, a Midwest circuit of 12 cities 
west of New York and a New England 
circuit of 12 cities, with each circuit 
financed by the respective house own- 
ets or lessees, in the transportation of 
necessery scenery and performers and 
Paving them a stipulated salary, aecord- 
Ing to the talent and drawing abilities 
of individual performers. 


, In our issue of April 13, under the 


leading, “Progressive Propagandists”, 
Without betraying any confidences, we 
Made reference to the organization of a 


new 


cireuit, thereby again tipping estab- 
hed burlesquers to the prospects of 
‘nother cireuit along the lines of rotary 
‘tock, based upon the information given 
us at the time. 

, Since Dalton’s departure from this city 
for Los Angeles his associate has been 
quietly at work with the aid of confiden- 
‘Nal scouts in seeking former principals 
% Columbia Cireult companies and 
ascertaining their present § attitude 
‘foward their continuance in vaudeville, 
Musical comedy and burlesque. 


With a adequate list of available 
talent he ts now negotiating for four 
first-class burlesque theaters and excep- 
Nonally talented, able casts, supplemented 
by carefully selected choristers, for the 


Ne 


purpose of utilizing the houses and com- 
panies for regular stock company pres- 
entations, supplemented by motion pic- 
ture taking a la talkies. 

With four companies working along 
these lines for 12 weeks during the sum- 
mer, the promoter figures that he will 
have 48 full-fledged burlesque talkie 
shows to release by September 1. 

His plans, figured out along logical 
and practical lines, have been submitted 
to the chief executive of a corporation in 
control of innumerable motion picture 
houses, for which it cannot find suit- 
able attractions, outside of competitive 
movies 

The promoter of burleque talkies has 
almost convinced the movie magnate 
that the burlesque movies will not cause 
any deterioration of the realty value of 
their theaters, but pay @ profit by pres- 
entations at popular prices that will at- 
tract a distinctive burlesque patronage 
thereby preventing other forms of movie 
competition in towns where the afore- 
mentioned movie interests control one or 
more houses that must be kept open 
with their own form of movies, kept dark 
or released with the ever-present fear 
that eventually they may get into the 
hands of their greatest competitofs. 

In a recent interview with the local 
promoter, who for business reasons will 
not permit his name to be made public 
in connection with the new venture at 
this particular time, he called our atten- 
tion to the production and presentation 
of Burlesque, with Hal Skelly, a former 
burlesque comic,in a stellar role, for 372 
consecutive performances at the Plym- 
outh Theater to profitable patronage 
until it went entour with Jim Barton, 
former featured comic of burlesque, more 
recently a headliner om Broadway, sub- 
stituting for Skelly during the Boston 
run while Skelly was enacting his orig- 
inal role on the coast in the picturiza- 
tion of the play. 

The profitable patronage given the 
moving picture version has set the seal 
of public approval on burlesque presen- 
tations, hence subsequent promotions 
along similar lines. 

In the issue of April 13 we also carried 
an article headed, “Beth Brown’s Bur- 
lesquers”, under which we gave a brief 
review of Beth Brown's book titled 
Applause. 

Beginning Monday the Zukor-Lasky 
people started casting a company of well- 
known burlesquers to picturie a talking 
presentation of Applause. 

When George Manker Watters, the 
original author of Burlesque, sought a 
producer for what he was confident 
would prove a_ profit-paying play he 
called upon Ike Weber. who for many 
years has specialized in placing burlesque 
performers 

After reading the script Ike, with his 
discerning showmanship, passed it along 
to his brother, Lawrence Weber, who 
brought Author Watters and Arthur 
Hopkins together to collaborate on the 
rewriting of the script for dramatization 

By a strange coincidence. when the 
Zukor-Lesky people decided to picturize 
Applause they also called upon Ike Weber 
and his burlesque placing agency to sub- 
mit suitable burlesque talent for the 
picture 

During the last two weeks Weber and 
his associates, Rush Jermon and Phil 
Rosenberg, have interviewed many for- 
mer featured principals of burlesque and 
given them screen and talking tests as 
prospects for the Applause picture 

That the producers are fully deter- 
mined not to leave anything to chance 
in their picturization, Johnny Durand 
has engaged Jack Singer, former fran- 
chise-operating-producing manager of 
Columbia Circuit shows for many years, 


to aid the directors in staging the pic- 
ture. 

Being personally interested in bur- 
lesque and burlesquers and their future 
welfare, we are always seeking informa- 
tion that we can convert into interesting 


and instructive news for their benefit. 
At times this news is given in the form 
of tips and if our readers do not use 


them to their advantage they have no 
one but themselves to blame. 

Here's a tip well worth considering, if 
you are the originator of a so-called 
burlesque bit or purchased one at any 
time from the originator: Get busy im- 
mediately and have it copyrighted, other- 
wise you will soon see it in talking pic- 
tures with no comeback at the picture 
producers. 

We know for a positive fact that a 
promoter of talking pictures has em- 
ployed a_ well-known burlesquer to 
assemble all the burlesque scripts avail- 
able and trace them to their origin. In 
the event that the originator is living 
and he has a legal copyright. he is offered 
an equitable price for his script. Where 
there is no copyright an application is 
made immediately. 

A word to the wise is sufficient.

The Greatest Blot on Magic 


By Harry Leat 


The blithering idiot who points the 
firearm is the first to whine: “I didn’t 
know it was loaded.” That being so, it 
will undoubtedly be for the best to draw 
magicians’ attention to the new act that 
has been passed thru British Parliament 
regarding the care of animals and which 
will soon be followed by amendments to 
strengthen it. 

Without going into unnecessary de- 
tails the new act makes it illegal for 
anyone to confine a bird or animal in a 
space where it cannot have the full use 
of its limbs. A bird must not be kept 
in a cage or other receptacle where it 
cannot fully stretch its wings in every 
direction, and animals must have room 
to turn about and lie down at full 
length. 

That to all intents and purposes stops 
their use so far as a magical show is 
concerned, and acts like Servais Le Ro 
and Okito used to put on cannot now 
be staged, and in all sincerity I say 
“Thank God.” 

I have many magical friends who use 
rabbits and quite a few know how to 
handle them without hurting them, but, 


f@las, many do not. Maybe there are few 
cases of real cruelty to rabbits—inten- 
tionally or unintentionally—but when we 
go on to other animals we find cruelty 
in its worst form. One conjurer trusses 
a bird up in paper and confines it in 
the back of a vase. Later it has the 
nerve-cracking experience of having the 
paper torn off its head and body. That 
performer would be screaming from the 
housetops if someone trussed him up and 
treated him in an equal way—making 
the necessary allowance for the timidity 
of a bird with that of a man. 


It must be a terrifying experience for 
a bird to be confined in an electric light 
bulb, which is eventually smashed to 
pieces with a hammer. No wonder peo- 
ple shudder at the cruelty and close 
their eyes 


The vanishing bird cage and other 
similar apparatus are now illegal and 
their use will land the performer, the 
proprietor of the hall and the dealer 
into the police court. They have got 
the act to work upon and all is plain 
sailing for a prosecution.

BERLIN, June 1.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the German Theatrical Association 
word was received that the city govern- 
ment of Weimar proposed a head tax of 
62 cents a person on its entire popula- 


tion in 1929 to meet a part of the 
municipal theater costs and come to 
the rescue of its artists. This proposi- 


tion, however, has launched a bitter con- 
troversy among the Weimar citizens, 
who call the measure flatly illegal and 
unconstitutional and demand the inter- 
cession of the national government's 
Minister of Finance. 

No word of government relief meas- 
ures for the benefit of the actors in any 
other part of the country has yet been 
received. 

The Berlin meeting was threatened 
with disruption at one session when op- 
timistic speakers undertook to describe 
measures now being set in movement 
to find employment for actors and 
others dependent on the theater. They 
were repeatedly interrupted by catcalls 
and unflattering epithets from the visi- 
tors’ gallery. 

Karl Wallauer, president of the associa- 
tion, told the meeting that during the 
past year the necessity of cutting down 
government budget expenditures thru- 
out Germany has resulted in the decrease 
or even complete discontinuance of many 
of the State and city subsidies on which 
the life of the German theater has in 
the past largely depended.

Early in March three acts, old friends, 
who had trouped together for years, met 
in St. Louis with the usual “party” 
a nightly event during the week. Shop 
and conditions were discussed bringing 
the information that the most fortunate 
of the trio of acts had but two weeks 
more to play, with nothing definite in 
sight following 

About the middle of the week it was 
agreed that they should all meet at a 
central point two weeks later and drive 
to the summer home of one in Michie 
gan. One of the trio suggested that a 
“Kick” might be secured en route by 
playing some “tanks” independently, 
which brought enthusiastic and laughing 
assent. We found that even in the 
smallest towns the managers would not 
play us without sufficient to ad- 
vertise, at least three dav and so a 
“conference” was held to decide whether 
we should “waste” so much time. 

But our first “victim” being the owner 
of a “chain” of three theaters in towns 
of from 3,500 to 6,000 population, and 
being offered the three houses for the 
latter part of the week. we decided to 
take them. especially since the ladies 
thought they would be such “cute little 
villages and so restful”. 

We discovered that we should have 
a “name” for the “show” and so took 
the first few letters of each act, and the 
result became The Ken-Mo-Re Presentae 
tion Unit. 

What started as a joke turned out to 
be a serious matter, for our first date, 
thru. inexverience in booking, was 
played at too low a percentage, yet it 
actually netted us more than pro rata 
of our top vaudeville salary. and our 
combined salaries in vaudeville is over

a four act.)

Olea Baclanova, who came here to play 
for Morris Gest, and finally wound up as 
a “name” in talkies, was given a pretty 
slim vehicle for vaudeville, even if the 
ereat Schnitzler is put down as the 
author of the trifling piece, The Farewell 
Supper, Which is a part of Schnitzler's 
Affairs of Anatol series. But that doesn’t 
say that the fiery blond Russ is not a 
whopper as a vaude. attraction. She 
clicks for two good reasons. Firstly, be- 
cause she’s Baclanova, which means an 
altogether charming actress if not quite 
a finished one, and, secondly, because her 
sponsors wisely stuck an afterpiece of 
singine on the lame sketch. At this 
rate, Baclanova gives them more than 
a run for their money. 

The casting of the sketch is extremely 
funny as an after consideration. It is 
enacted in a setting representing the 
private dining room of a European eating 
resort. It is done in English, mind you, 
but three of the four characters speak a 
perfect brand of Russ dialect. Paul 
Decker alone is free from a broken- 
Enclish handicap, and his part is that 
of “Max”, intended, of course, to be just 
as European as his colleagues. We hear 
that on a preliminary date to the Palace 
all four of the cast carried on in dialec- 
tics, Decker being a last-minute addition. 
That must have been even funnier—in 
the wrong way. The sketch is a sophis- 
ticated fragment, devoid of a real plot, 
but bristling with worldly conversational 
interchange It amounts to a dandy 
preparing to say farewell via this supper 
io a dwindling flame, but discovering 
much to his chagrin that she, too, came 
to the rendezvous with the same idea, 
The Decker role, that of a mutual friend, 
s a shock 1bsorber when the pair 
meet and as a feed for bringing out the 
background before the volatile lady en- 
ters. The waiter, played by Marr, sup- 
Plies pantomimic comedy relief. Much 
of the punchiness in the lines is lost be- 
cause of the poor pronunciation of the 
principals. Which leaves a barely recog- 
nizable residue, consisting of Baclanova's 
charming emoting and business. 

Taking the bows “in one”, Baclanova 
asks the folks whether they would like 
to hear her sing. They did, and she gave

A punchy piece is this vehicle chosen 
for a vaude. flier by Halligan, whose last 
recorded Broadway appearance was in 
LeMaire’s Affaires (1927). Script must 
have been terribly doctored. Generously 
spotting it are wheezes of the old and 
reliable kind, affording Halligan and 
Francis, who play parts of weather- 
beaten traveling men, a steady flow of 
laughs. 

Locale is a hick-town hostelry, with 
the single scene in the room of the 
drummers. The rather ingenious plot 
makes the town bone dry and the drum- 
mers as thirsty as bakers. They want 
fire water, and want it bad. A dusky 
bellhop, played by Frank DuBall, offers 
to get the real pre-war stuff for a nice 
round sum. The boys give him the “go” 
signal, and as he {s out digging up the 
Haig & Haig the hick landlord (Harry 
Bond) breezes in and out of the kind- 
ness of his heart offers them a bottle 
of some genuine hooch. The bellboy 
brings in his stuff and the boys have 
him sample it for safety’s sake. This he 
does and quickly passes out of the pic- 
ture. Frightened, the drummers throw 
the precious fluid out of the window, 
only to learn from the landlord that the 
bellhop stole the bottle he had intended 
giving them. The boy’s coma is ex- 
plained as one of his habitual fits. 

Halligan is handed the wheeze lines 
on a silver platter, but he injects some 
real personality appeal into his inter- 
pretation. His three-man support is 
admirably cast. A corking act for the 
families; might even do for the straight 
vaude. houses with a little polishing on 
the script.

The routine fs marked bye a Dancing 
Prima Donna number. This is spotted 
as the culmination of a verbal joust be- 
tween the principal's dancing and vocal 
instructors. Both insist upon giving her 
a lesson at one and the same time. The 
consequence is a high-powered number 
by Miss Maye wherein she does delight- 
ful toe work (tho much of it is invested 
with a burlesque finish) and slides up 
and down the pipes scales.

Bespectacled Irving Aaronson has been 
a novelty band pilot so long and with 
such even success,that many claim now 
that it was he who started this stage- 
band vogue. Without taking sides in 
the controversy, one just has to admit 
that experience has taught Aaronson a 
couple of things. To him a novelty band 
is just that, and he goes right to it to 
prove his point. The 12 youthful band- 
sters making melodic whoopee to the 
wave of Irving’s baton sing, some of 
them dance, all play well, and when 
there’s a laugh to be grabbed the en- 
semble is there rarin to bring home the 
bacon. Many of the outfits competing 
against Aaronson for mass popularity 
lean rather heavily on a well-defined 
forte residing in their leaders. Wisely, 
Aaronson pulls the strings and permits 
his undermen to do the rest. This is a 
good all-round combo and, in several 
respects, it excels. The boys romp thru 
a maze of routine, catering to high and 
low minds, but the finish finds their 
trade-marked dignity unruffled.

To National Park Areas 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 1.—Twelve 
thousand, one hundred and thirteen and 
five-tenths square miles are now in- 
cluded in the area of the national park 
system thru the establishment within 
the last year of new parks and thru 
the addition of land to those already 
established, this being an increase of 
about 200 square miles. All this is ac- 
cording to a report from interior depart- 
ment officials, the greater part of the 
increase having been made possible by 
legislation of the last session of Congress. 

The largest single addition to the 
national park system during the year 
was caused by the creation of the Grand 
Teton National Park in Wyoming. This 
park, with an area of approximately 159 
square miles, includes the famous Teton 
Mountains, a magnificent range, which, 
for a number of years, has been con- 
sidered for an addition to the Yellow- 
stone National Park. 

With the addition of approximately 
three square miles of spectacular scenic 
beauty to the Acadia National Park on 
the Coast of Maine, the area of this park, 
considered one of the most beautiful in 
the system, has been enlarged to 15 


square miles. The entire area of the 
park has been donated to the Federal 
Government by a group of prominent 
persons by George D. Dorr, of Boston 
and Bar Harbor, the park superintendent. 


Approximately 78 square miles of 
scenic beauty was added to the Yellow- 
stone National Park last year with the 
acquiring of a strip of land on the north 
and west boundaries of the park, which 
now takes in the head waters of the 
Lamar River. No roads, hotels or camps 
will be permitted in this new section of 


park land. 
Lassen Volcanic National Park is a 
park established last year. This park, 


which has an area of 22 square miles, is 
featured by a great amphitheater filled 


with innumerable pinnacles of vivid 
coloring ; 
Other national park legislation in- 


cluded a law authorizing the acceptance 
of the cession by Colorado of exclusive 
jurisdiction over the lands embraced 
within the Rocky Mountain National 
Park, which ended a controversy of sev- 
eral years’ standing; an appropriation of 
$12,000,000 for the carrying on of park 
work; authorization of the appointment

He must win this trophy three times to 
become his permanent property, and 
after winning it the second time he will 
be given a purse of $100 in gold. Each 
year the winner’s name will be engraved 
on the trophy. The Eden Valley Ranch 
is a “small” cattle ranch, consisting of 
40,000 acres, and owning one of the 
finest beef herds in the world.

Permission was secured to 
use the Municipal Stadium, and while 
the show was being unloaded the waters 
crept into the Stadium bow! and fornied 
a vast lake. Jt was necessary to swim 
the horses, steers and buffalo to get 
them to high ground. Sleeping tents 
were moved, as was the cook tent. 
Tuesday the water became higher, but 
Col. King would not give up. He waited. 
Tuesday night the tide turned, and by 
Wednesday noon most of the flood had 
receded. Then the sun came out, hot 
and bright, and assisted in drying up 
the ground. Scrapers and _ harrows. 
cinders and sawdust were used and 
promptly at 8:30 Thursday night the 
show opened to a large crowd. The 
rodeo will finish its Mt. Carmel engage- 
ment June 2 and open in Mt. Vernon, 
lll., for a four days’ stand June 6. Ethel 
LeGrand, noted bronk rider, who was 
injured during the opening date of the 
rodeo at Kenton, O., three weeks ago, has 
joined her husband, R. T. Emerick, a 
railroad man, now stationed at Bloom- 
ington, Ill. Her place in the show line- 
up will be filled by Lulu Parr, who is 
expected to join at Mt. Vernon. Carl 
Beasley, well-known contest hand, joined 
at Greenville, O. Ken Insley, Artie Orser 
and Jimmy Carson are recovering from 
injuries received during the Crawfords 
ville (Ind.) engagement. Carson suf- 
fered a broken shoulder when a bucking 
steer fell with him. Orser and Insley 
received bruises and sprains in the bull- 
dogging contests. Bone Shirt, Afraid of 
Eagle and Left Hand, Sioux Indian bronk 
riders, were laid up with minor injuries 
for three days. 


Two Jones Riders Injured 

Cressie Fowler, rider with the Buck 
Jones Wild West, was thrown from her 
horse in Stockton, Calif., and suffered a 
compound fracture of both wrists. First 
aid was rendered by the show physician, 
Dr. Lounsbury, after which she was taken 
by ambulance to Oakland. where she is 
in a hospital and progressing normally. 

At Martinez “Smokie” Roberts, buck- 
ing horse rider, had his mare, “Mad 
Sally”, do the foolish stunt of falling as 
she bucked and Roberts is laid up with 
his left knee ligaments badly torn. He 
would not go to a hospital, and remains 
in his bunk in the sleeper. 

Matinees are “off” all along the Coast, 
but the night houses are capacity. On 
Memorial Day the show opened to two 
capacity houses in San Francisco, where 
Mayor Rolf was host to Buck Jones and 
wife. Morning of May 31 Jones took his 
people to the Shriners’ Crippled Chil- 
dren's Hospital and gave a show.

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Bloomington, Ill., Pays 
Tribute to Eddie Ward 


Eddie Ward, circus aerialist, who died 
recently in Muncie, Ind., was an indi- 
vidual to all who knew him until his 
hosts of friends heard of his death. 
Then Eddie Ward became an institution. 
For 43 years he lived in Bloomington, 
Ill. In that city he was known to every 
man, woman and child. 

In ‘ife Eddie Ward so impressed him- 
self on others. He was an unusual man. 
Few boys were born with less bright 
prospects than he. Work was his from 
the time he was old enough to work. 
But God endowed him with indomitable 
will, a cheerful disposition and the hap- 
py faculty of making friends. 


No “paper” announced Eddie Ward’s 
first act. In his home town none paid 
attention to the boy in the backyard col- 
lecting a lot of bruises as he fell in his 
first tight-wire practice. However, that 
was the beginning of one of the most 
famous characters in the circus world. 
Eddie stuck to his task and by virtue 
of real merit forged to the front. 

Hard knocks taught him the rough 
spots in the game and to be patient. 
While he was breaking in scores of others 
to aerial work in the circus he never 
lost his temper. He was perhaps the 
greatest tutor’ ever known in the realm 
of white tops. As he grew in the esteem 
of showfolk he also grew upon the laity 
in his home town. 


He had two ideals in life—one the 
care of his mother—the other to succeed 
in his chosen line. 

He did both 

The passing of Eddie Ward was a mate 
ter of news. But it is seldom that the 
passing of one is the cause of editorial 
comment. He was in the latter class. 
The day after his death his home town 
paid worthy tribute to him as @ man. 
It proclaimed him a “success”. 


Sunday, May 12, Bloomington at large 
had a chance to show its respect for 
him. At 2 o’clock that afternoon fu- 
neral services were held at the Masonic 
Temple. The rich and the poor, the high 
and the low, the aristocrat and the 
plebeian rubbed elbows at his funeral. 
He was buried with the Masonic service. 
The orator who drew a word picture of 
Eddie Ward drew that picture from 40 
years of contact with the departed 
aerialist. It was a glowing tribute. He 
had made of himself an institution of 
which his home town, as well as the cir- 
cus world, was justly proud. The name 
of Eddie Ward shall not die in a day. 
It is written upon the pages of circus 
history, there to remain always in @ 
glorious way BEVERLY WHITE.

THE REAL PITCHMAN PAYS his way.

think that they will be peddlers them- 
selves very soon anyway. Tell my friend, 
Heck, to watch The Billboard letter list. 
I have mailed him plenty good news.” 


“JUST A FEW LINES to let some of 
my friends and enemies hear from me,” 
Carl Surcegood, out of New York, shoots 
from Okmulgee, Okla. “Yes, I have been 
reading in pipes what the boys working 
the Southwest say about the country 
being n. g. I want to say from my own 
experience that if they would go out 
and work they could make money. I 
have found things in the oil fields very 
good. Have been in this country four 
months. Every day has been a red one. 
Altho it rained plenty this spring there 
was ample time between showers to 
make your pitch. Met several boys here 
who seemed to be getting the cocoanuts 
Saw my old friend, Cruse The old 
boy had a black eye, received in an acci- 
dent, and I suggested he had got a kick 
out of the black tobacco he chews. I am 
selling fountain pens, watches and ra- 
zors. Working out of the back of my 
car, a new one.

Some of the pitchmen may call 
that jamming. If they classify it that 
way, then Iam a jammer. Anyhow, last 
Saturday (May 11) at the corner of 
Broadway and Grand streets, Oklahoma 
City, I managed to sell #192 worth of 
razors, pens and watches. It cost me a 
sawbuck to work the spot. I use gqod 
stock. Ned House, I have a vacant seat 
in the back of my car for you and the 
missus.” 


TOM (SLIM) MURPHY contributes 
from the field in Indiana: “Just a line or 
two. as the writer has never before con- 
tributed to Pipes. While in the N. P. & 
S. P. A. home city last winter, Los An- 
geles, the writer met many of the fore- 
most boys of the paper frat, namely, 
Harry Holmes and Jack Smart and their 
wives, Jack Huddart, H. Knight, J. E. 
Moreland and dozens of Eastern boys. 
Was sorry to learn that the U.C. B. of A 
fell thru, especially after Jack Smart 
worked so hard to put it over. I guess 
Compton was right when he sald ‘paper- 
men are all lop ears and will not stick 
together.’ The boys sure did well in Cali- 
fornia. Smart and Holmes built new 


homes in Northen California. Huddart 
and Holmes are both driving cars of re- 
cent issue and Smart is driving a limou- 
sine. These boys make a business of 
paper and are a credit to the business. 
Why don't some of you boys revive the 
U. C. B. of A.? The pitch and other 
lines pull thru o. k.; why not the paper? 
Los Angeles and Hollywood sure had 
some entertainment last winter The 
paper was playing the Ritz in the form 
of Mrs Holmes and Mrs. Smart. These 
wives of Jack and Harry spent their 
afternoons playing golf with Lois Wilson 
and John Gilbert. What's the big idea, 
ladies? Would like a pipe from the boys 
mentioned herein, also from the others I 
cannot think of that I met on my own 
battleground. Money is tight in In- 
diana. They just won't pay off If 
things don't get better I will head back 
to the pitchmen’s league in Los Angeles 
for the summer. Good luck, everyone.” 


THE MISTAKEN IDEA that a jam, or 
high pressure sale, can’t be worked by a 
squareshooter is refuted by the experi- 
ence of Frank (Spot) Shieberl. a few 
years back one of the big lights of 
Pitchdom. Spot Shieberl was a master 
hand with the high pitch in the old 
days when no circus was complete with 
out a spectacular pitch joint or two on 
the lot. The jam boys were restricted, 
of course, to legitimate operation by the 
big show's regulations. The shows 
would stand for aeclassy pitch—the spiel 
that amused and kept the crowds in good 
humor—but they banished the bungling 
pitchman whose methods brought out 
the Beef. Squawk and Holler Family. 
A master of his art was Spot Shieber!, 
whose reminiscences of the game as it 
used to be played would make a mighty 
entertaining story. Writing recently 
from Oak Park, Ill., Spot says: “I have 
been reading The Billboard now about 
20 years and I think I was with the 
Great Patterson Shows when you boosted 
the price to 15 cents. I remember going 
around to the boys to see how manv 
were in favor of the five-cent raise” 
Shieberl tells how the nickname “Spot” 
happens to be hanging onto his moniker 
“Percy Courts, now dead, and myself 
were the two oldest spot men in the 
country when Percy passed away,” he 
explains. “In my 20 years with a spot 
joint I never used a booster, never took 
money from children and never went 


over a dime. In consequence, I mace 
more money than any other man in '}\ 
same racket. Also I am the first man 
who ever had a 20-foot spot joint, and 
the first man to take slum off the spot 
joint and substitute dolls, blankets, Jap 
vases and large prizes.”
